L)r. Jameson. General Jubert, while 
guaranteeing the safety of Johannes¬ 
burg, if the town was kept quiet, inti¬ 
mated he would adopt moat severe 
measures, if any further demonstration 
against the Trausvaui government oc-^ 
carved. 

The Americans at Hand held a meet¬ 
ing at whieh they telegraphed President 
Kruger, that while they were greatly 
in sympathy with him, they could uot 
help him unless he granted the reforms 
demanded by the rtUauders. The Hand 
Germans also held a meeting and sent n 
deputation to assure President Kruger 
of their sympathy and loyalty, although 
they supported the demand for reform in 
the administration of the Transvaal. 
They also cabled Emperor William ask¬ 
ing him to bring pressure to bear* on 
Groat Britain in order to prevent her 
Interfering actively In the affnirs of the 
^J^rtsvaai. Despite the pacific attitude 
of President Krugyr toward the Ult- 
landers, the news tbut Dr. Jameson- was 
fighting his way toward Johannesburg 
raised such a storm of indignation against 
the lukewarmness of the provisional

The feeling here against Emperor Wil¬ 
liam, and German, owing to the action 
of the former, in sending a dispatch of 
congratulation to President Kruger on 
his defeat of Dr. Jameson’s free-hooters, 
and in other ways apparently ignoring 
the suzerainty of the Queen over the 
Transvaal republic, continue* strong 
among all classes of the people, and the 
war sentiment against Germany rises 
as time pause*. 

Igidy Warwick, wife of the Earl of 
Warwick, has written a letter to the 
Times on the subject. It is understood 
that the arsenals and dockyards are be¬ 
ing overhauled in rase of au emergen¬ 
cy. 

Emperor William is a member ol 
several exclusive English club*, includ¬ 
ing the Royal Yacht squadron, nn<!*in 
nome of them the demand for his ex¬ 
pulsion is already very loud. Letters 
hav<* also been published in the uewa- 
l>apers demanding the resignation of his 
colonelcy In the Royal Dragoons. 

In spite of all this agitation, however, 
there is absolutely no truth In the ( 
Hensntiounl story that the British gov- | 
eminent is hurriedly drafting troop* to i 
Capo Town. First there is uo nei-essi- j 
ty, ns all the troops necessary could be 
drafted in Cape Town from the neigh- j 
boring British colonies, instead of from j 
Bombay or other |>art* of India. 

Berlin, Jan. 7.—At a special audience 
which Dr. W. J. Leids, secretary of the ; 
Transvaal, had with Emperor William j 
to-day, hut majesty said he would not 
recognize any claim of suzerainty by 
Britain over the Transvaal. Great Bri¬ 
tain, by the treaty of 1KH4, claims suze¬ 
rainty over the Transvaal republic.

checks In them. Having picked out the 
check* ami destroyed the letter*, which are 
of no value to them, they take out their 
chemical bottles and go to work. If the 
check U for a small aunt they alter tlie 
face of It. A draft fur ft can be so mani¬ 
pulated that It will call for *400 or ft.uuu. 

The principal trouble, of course, la in 
cashing the checks after they b*ie i*cen 
• hanged. The tblerea have a simple meth¬ 
od of getting around this difficulty. While 
altering the amouut the check calls tor 
they also alter the name of the person to 
whom It la payatde. They write on the 
face of It OUf of tbetr own aliaaes. and 
having ample documentary proof* of their 
Identity under tbl* name, simply call at the 
hank and get their money.
